1.JOHN RANDOLPH RUSSELL 


John Randolph “Jack” Russell, a son of David Blackwood, was born in 
Scotland in 1839 and came to America with his father and step mother aboard 
the ship “Isaac Newton” in 1841. He used the name “John Randolph Russell” when 


he enlisted in the New York 99%? Infantry Regiment July 15, 1861. This 
regiment later became part of the US Coast Guard. He was aboard the “USS 
Congress”, a wooden frigate that was sunk by the Confederate ironclad Mar8, 
1862. He became a prisoner of war and was taken to Libby prison. He was later 
released and discharged from service in Washington, DC May 21, 1862. 

John was working in the oil fields in Ritchie County WV in 1870 when he 
maet Margaret Ellen Williams, a daughter of Peter Boyd and Sarah Ellen 
(Lemmons) Williams. They were married in Upshur County November 27, 1870. 

John died before February 1, 1908.
